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Vegas, Nev., said she saw the man 
sitting a few rows up from the floor 
to the right of the southeast tunnel. 

Just as President Hunter was 
beginning his remarks at about 
7:20 p.m., the terrorist got up, 
jumped the restraining rope and 
ran onto the arena floor, 
according to Nesbitt. As 
he approached the stage 
he yelled, “Stop!” and told 
those on the stage they 
had 10 seconds to get off. 

The stage was 
cleared with the excep- 
tion of President Hunter’s 
two security men, who 
refused to leave and 
remained within 10 feet 
of the apostle. 

President Hunter 
appeared to remain calm 
throughout, even when 
refusing to read the 
man’s statement. 

After initial, confusion and disar- 
ray, the crowd rapidly became calm 
and almost as one body rose to 
their feet and began to sing “We 
Thank Thee, O God, for a Prophet.” 

As the terrorist failed to have his 
demands met, he appeared to 
become increasingly nervous as the 
singing continued. 

“The hymns disconcerted him and 
was the turning point,” said BYU 
President Rex E. Lee. “At that 
point, he lost the control of the 
crowd in that he no longer was the 
focus of their attention.” 

The man tried several times to 
force the security guards to leave 
the podium area, but to no avail. 
An older man, who remains 
unidentified, then walked up onto 
the stand from the east side as if 
attempting to negotiate with the 
assailant. 

After a brief interchange, in 
which the older man was motioned 
to leave the stage, the attacker

pushed the man onto the ground 
and into the front row of chairs. 

At that point, several people had 
approached the stand, including a 
few students who jumped down 
from the lower north bleachers. 


The distraction allowed the 
moment necessary for students and 
plain-clothes security people who 
were nearby to assault and capture 
the man. 

Wally Brown, a Provo resident,

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US protests treatment of detainees 


JERUSALEM — The United States protested to Israel over treatment 
of three Palestinian-Americans jailed on suspicion of having ties with the 
radical Muslim movement Hamas, a U.S. official said Sunday. 

Carl Chan, spokesman for the U.S. Embassy in Tel Aviv, said U.S. 
diplomats “protested against the delay in consular access and the condi- 
tion of treatment.” 

He said the protests had been made “verbally and in writing.” 

Israeli officials say Mohammed Jarad, 36, and Mohammed Salah, 39, 
both from the Chicago area, signed confessions before being given access 
to lawyers or U.S. consular officials. 

Salah and Jarad were arrested Jan. 25 while visiting relatives in the 
occupied West Bank. Israel made public the detentions five days later, 
after U.S. Sen. Paul Simon, D-IIl., inquired about the men. 

At a hearing last Tuesday, a military judge extended their detention by 
two weeks, but they have yet to be charged with any crime. 

A third Palestinian-American, Mohammed Haja, was arrested at about 
the same time on suspicion of transferring firearms to the Hamas move- 
ment. He has been ordered held through this week for further question- 
ing, but has not been charged. 


Black farmers get less federal aid 


WASHINGTON — Struggling black farmers receive an average of 
$21,000 less than white borrowers from a Farmers Home Administration 
loan program that is intended to help save family farms, according to an 
Associated Press analysis of agency records. 

The federal agency is a last resort for many farmers who cannot get 
loans elsewhere to buy land, livestock, seeds and tractors they need to 
expand or survive. Rejection can push a farm to the brink of failure. 

The AP’s analysis of lending records from 1980 to 1992 also found that 
while the number of loans to white farmers dropped by 66 percent over 
that period, the number of loans to black farm borrowers tumbled by 82 

ercent. 

Taber Marable Jr., a black farmer from Georgia, said the agency’s 
refusal to lend him money left him literally unable to feed his livestock. 


GM: Pickup safety tests were rigged 


DETROIT — General Motors Corp. on Monday plans to accuse critics 
of conducting flawed safety tests on its GM pickups, but the automaker 
denied a report the announcement is part of a major public relations 
campaign. 

GM scheduled a news conference at its Detroit headquarters, where it 
will try to show that NBC and several consumer groups rigged test 
results to make it appear that the design of the gasoline tanks on full- 
size GM pickups made from 1973 to 1987 were unsafe. 

The Washington Post first reported the development, quoting unidenti- 
fied company sources in its Sunday editions. The sources told the Post 
that the automaker will try to show that tests commissioned by the 
“Dateline NBC” program were rigged by the Institute for Safety Analysis 
to ensure that the truck would burst into flame on impact. 

“T think (NBC) might be interested in the information we'll release 
tomorrow,” Bill O’Neill, director of public affairs for GM’s North 
American Operations, told The Associated Press Sunday. 

GM began legal action Jan. 20 against the institute and NBC, seeking 
access to the data compiled for the Nov. 17 television report. 


6 killed in S. African squatter camp 


DAVEYTON, South Africa — Gunmen fired into homes in an ANC 
squatter camp near Johannesburg on Sunday, killing six people and 
wounding 11. 

Black townships in the area have seen frequent clashes between the 
African National Congress and the Inkatha Freedom Party, the country’s 
two leading black groups. 

The attack occurred in an ANC stronghold called the Chris Hani squat- 
ter camp, a community 12 miles east of Johannesburg named after an 
ANC leader who is also the head of South Africa’s Communist Party.

ITALIAN 
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New Branbury management 
makes changes to improve living 
conditions, avoid problem tenants

It was reported during fall semes- 
ter that the Branbury Park apart- 
ments had changed ownership and 
would begin actions to improve its 
reputation in the BYU community. 

Actions taken by the new man- 
agement have included evicting 
tenants and making renovations to 
the apartments and facilities, 
Branbury Park General Manager 
Ellen Foster said. 

Problems in the past have includ- 
ed various BYU honor code viola- 
tions. “We’ve had several media- 
tions at BYU (with the housing 
office),” Foster said. She said resi- 
dents now know if violations are 
reported the management will 
investigate. 

Some residents say the problems 
are with non-BYU students living 
in the complex. “I think if they 
chose to live here and knew about 
the rules ahead of time that they 
should have to live that way (with- 
in the honor code),” said Rebekah 


Parry, 20, a sophomore from 
Huntsville, Ala., majoring in psy- 
chology. 

Foster disagrees. “We’ve had just 
as many evictions of BYU students 
as non-students,” she said. “I think 
for the size of the complex, there’s 
not a larger percentage of non-stu- 
dents here than anywhere else.” 

Foster said there are approxi- 
mately 1200 residents at Branbury 
Park and students wishing to live 
in the complex must now supply 
references. “We check all of the ref- 
erences,” she said. 

Branbury will now refuse to 
accept applicants with negative ref- 
erences from creditors and similar 
parties. “We were recently able to 
prevent some problems before they 
happened by preventing people 
from moving in at the beginning of 
this semester,” Foster said. 

She said the names of tenants 
who have not paid their rent after 
30 days are now sent to a collec- 
tions agency. “The old management 
had problems with delinquent rent

but the new management is trying 
to overcome that,” Foster said. 

Parry said changes are evident 
under the new management. 

“I hate the reputation that it 
(Branbury) has,” said Wendy 
Osborne, 19, a sophomore in indus- 
trial design from Huntsville, Ala. “I 
think people think it’s worse than 
it is. “I don’t think it’s any different 
here than at other places in Provo.” 

Parry said crackdowns in certain 
areas are evident. “Security recent- 
ly came and asked us to turn our 
music down,” she said. 

In addition to increasing rule 
enforcement, the new management 
has made major renovations to the 
complex’s weight room and to indi- 
vidual apartments, Foster said. 
“We've spent $17,000 on the weight 
room alone,” she said. 

One concern many residents have 
is that of rent increases for next 
year. Foster said shared room and 
married rates are going up, but 
that private room rates will be the 
same as they were this year.

Tennis great Ashe 
dies of illness 
caused by AIDS

NEW YORK — Arthur Ashe, a 
groundbreaking black tennis player 
and crusader off the court for 
human rights and AIDS research, 
died Saturday of AIDS-related 
pneumonia. He was 49. 

Ashe died at 3:13 p.m. EST, said 
New York Hospital administrator 
Judith Lilavois. 

Ashe, the only black man ever to 
win the Wimbledon championship 
and the U.S. Open, revealed last 
April 8 that he had AIDS in an 
emotional news conference prompt- 
ed by his fear that a newspaper 
was about to publish the story. 

He said he was infected by a 
blood transfusion during heart 
bypass surgery, probably in 1983. 

He insisted that he should have 
the right to keep his illness private. 
But after going public, he became 
active in the fight against AIDS, 
forming a fund-raising foundation 
and joining the boards of the 
Harvard AIDS Institute and the 
UCLA AIDS Institute. 

Ashe said having the disease 
made it difficult to plan things, but 
“that’s not to say I’m morbid about 
it. I’m not in the least,” he said. 
“Y’ve lived with this now for four 
and a Half years, so you see you 
come t@lsome accommodation with 
it. But professionally I feel rather 
satisfied.”

Suspect faces

A California man was booked into Utah County Jail 
Sunday night on charges stemming from a bomb scare 
at a BYU fireside Sunday. Police said the man had 
also been questioned in relation to an incident at 
Temple Square in Salt Lake City Feb. 1. 

Cody Judy, 27, was charged late Sunday with 
threats against life or property, a third-degree felony. 
He also faces misdemeanor charges of disrupting a 
meeting, giving a false alarm and disrupting the oper- 
ation of a school, said Sgt. Grant Ferre, of the Utah 


County Sheriffs Office. 


The suspect, wearing an off-white suit and a pony- 
tail, interrupted President Hunter’s fireside address 
at the Marriott Center, yelling that he had a bomb 
and wanted President Hunter to read a three-page 


message. 


..The assailant said, “Stop right there,” 
approached the podium. “Those of you on the stand 


have 10 seconds to get off.” 


_ Referring to the briefcase in his left hand he said, 
“This is dynamite.” He then held up his right hand 
and this is the detonator.

He carried a briefcase and what he said was a deto- 
nating device. University Police Lt. Greg Barber said

Barber said the Provo Bomb Squad had taken the 
briefcase and that no bomb was found in it. Papers 
and photographs were found in the briefcase after it 
was blown open. Members of the bomb squad were 
unavailable for comment. 

University Police have not released a motive. A 
source close to the investigation said the suspect’s 
message was “religious in nature.” Barber said the let- 
ter had been booked into evidence and they had been 
too ou questioning people involved in the incident to 
read it. 

A man Salt Lake City Police identified as Judy left 
guns and ammunition inside Temple Square last week 
as “gifts for the prophet.” The Deseret News reported 
that a Salt Lake officer questioned the suspect in rela- 
tion to a police bulletin about a man “supposedly en 
route to take over the church and become the new 
prophet.” 

A rifle, shotgun, two large knives and 14 boxes of 
ammunition were left just inside the gates of Temple 
Square, covered with a blanket. The items, along with 
an unidentified book and some food, were taken into 
evidence. 

Judy was released at the scene in Salt Lake and was 
not charged. Police said that though the activity was 
“strange, it was not commensurate with criminal 
activity.” 

Police said they are investigating any possible links 
between the two incidents.

Students shaken but grateft- 
and ‘thank God for a prophe:

Students attending a 19-stake 
fireside Sunday at the Marriott 
Center were eye-witnesses to a 
real-life drama. 

More than 17,000 people 
watched as a man approached 
President Howard W. Hunter just 
after he began his talk. 

“He came through the tunnel 
and hurdled the guard thing,” 
said Scott Schwendiman, a 22- 
year-old junior majoring in history 
and pre-med from East 
Greenwich, R.I. “He had a hand 
radio, like a walkie-talkie in one 
hand.” 

Scott Hanson, 18, from Merced, 
Calif., a wildlife-range science 
major in pre-med, said, “I was on 
the fourth row by the entrance. All 
of a sudden this guy came running 
in with an usher chasing him. He 
held up some device and the usher 
backed off. He also had a briefcase 
and a piece of paper that he stuck 
on the podium.” 

Sherry Allen was on the stand. 
Allen, Relief Society president of 
the 88th ward, BYU 7th stake, 
introduced President Hunter. “I 
had direct eye contact with him 
(the intruder) as he was yelling 
‘Everyone clear the stage.’ 

“He let us know he had dynamite. 
I just kind of looked around to see 
what people were going to do. A 
few people behind me panicked, 
and yet it felt really calm,” she 
said. “I wondered ‘Is this real? Is 
this planned?’ until I looked him 
straight in the face and knew he 
was serious.” 

Other students echoed Allen’s 
comments. “At first I thought it 


‘wasn’t real, that it was just 


staged,” said Niki Anderson, 19, a 
freshman majoring in sports medi- 
cine from Gallatin, Mo. 

Allen continued, “It was kind of 
scary, but you just knew every- 
thing was going to be OK. The 
thing that impressed me so much 
was President Hunter ... there was 
absolutely nothing *to fear. It was 
cool.” Be 

“Something I eould-c see that a lot 
of people didn’t, was the strength 
and the faith and the love of thou- 
sands of college students. You just 
knew we wouldn’t be shaken,”

Allen said. 

Some of the students thought the 
device held by the assailant was a 
gun. Rachel Sauer, 18, a freshman 
from Palisade, Colo., majoring in 
journalism, said, “I thought it was 
a gun, since he was waving it 
around, acting crazy and pointing 
it at President Hunter.” Robert 
Jensen, 22, a sophomore from 
Sandy majoring in business, said 
“He moved the gun around, point- 
ing at several people.” 

“Everyone started yelling, ‘Don’t 
shoot. Don’t do it. Don’t hurt him 
(President Hunter),” Sauer said. 

The man was visually disturbed 
when the audience spontaneously 
stood and began singing “We 
Thank Thee, O God, For A 
Prophet.” “It was a way that all of 
us who couldn’t do anything, could 
do something,” said Michelle 
McRoberts, a 22-year-old from Los 
Angeles majoring in Spanish. 

“We were crying so hard, it was 
hard to sing,” Anderson said. 

During this distraction, some stu- 
dents said a substance was sprayed 
at the assailant.

Mayors discuss top problems 


PROVO -- Housing develop- 
ment, crime and pollution were 
some of the items discussed at the 
Provo/Orem State of the City 
address Friday at the Seven Peaks 
Resort Hotel. 

More than 124 local residents lis- 
tened to Orem mayor Stella Welsh 
and Provo mayor Michael Hill 
address current developments. 

Mayor Welsh said housing is a 
continued problem in Orem. “We 
probably need student housing 
and we're hoping we can see some 
of that in,” she said.

Definition of deportees 
uncertain in Jerusalem 


JERUSALEM — In the snowy 
hills of Lebanon, the men deported 
by Israel say their prayers, cook 
simple meals and plead for justice 
to television cameras that carry 
their images around the world. 

In Israel, officials excoriate the 
men as Islamic terrorists who are 
financed by Iran and have links 
with shadowy Muslim groups in 
America. 

The public relations battle has 
raged since the Palestinians were 
expelled Dec. 17, but the basic 
questions remain: Who are the 399 
men now in Lebanon and what is 
Hamas, the group they are said to 
lead? 

First, as Israel admits, they are 
not the triggermen directly respon- 
sible for the deaths of six Israeli 
soldiers in December that inspired 
the mass deportation. 

Second, most of them undoubted- 
ly support extremist Muslim 
groups that want to replace the 
Jewish state with an Islamic one 
and issue leaflets that advocate 
killing as a means to that end. 

“We certainly do not claim that 
they are Boy Scouts,” said Andrew 
Whitley, director of the human 
rights group Middle East Watch, 
outlining a study it conducted of 


deportees. 

Human rights advocates say 
Israel violated international law by 
deporting people from occupied ter- 
ritory and could have tried them 
instead. 

Whitley said he is not convinced 
all the deported men were ring- 
leaders or inciters of the radical 
factions Islamic Jihad and Hamas, 
as Israel asserted. 

Most appeared to be chosen as 
“the easier ones to deport,” since 
they openly sympathized with radi- 
cal factions, he said. 

His organization’ s report noted 
that about half were prayer lead- 
ers, religious scholars or Islamic 
judges.
